U. S. Food Administration from the 
principal grain growing states, it is 
now possible to announce with fair ac- 
curacy the amount of wheat saved last 
harvest by Improved methods of han- 
dling. 
According to official calcula- 


tions, efforts toward cleaner threshing 
saved fully 16,000.000 bushels of wheat 
with corresponding savings of othoi 
small grain harvested and threshed in 
a similar manner. Tn addition, other 
states, though unahle to furnish Bjr- 
ures, reported greatly reduced hanest 
losses.

The figure for wheat alone is equiv- ( 


alent to seven one-pound loaves of 
bread for every person in the United 
States and represents food that form- 
erly was either an absolute lo^s or 
was recovered to only a slight extent 
by poultry and livestock.

war program is of particiilar signifi- 
cance, as H demonstrates < n e hearty 
'O-opeiation accorded the Food Ad- 
jiinihtraiioti bj the m.-at producers of 
rhe countiy. 


Accoidmg to reports of tiie C. S. 


department of Agriculture, there was 
nn increase In cattle of 1C 238000 head 
and 12 441 000 hogs, the^e naures com- 
piled to Jantuuy 1 last. In the same 
period there was a u><~ie.ise of 819,000 
heud of s'leep. but indications are this 
decrease w i i l &how an increase follow- 
ing the latent report. 


Since January 1 unofficial informa- 


tion indicates un increase in hogs of 
not less than e'ght per cent, aud not 
more than fifteen per cent, compared 
with one year ago, with an increase In 
average weight. 


Following the request of the Food 


Administration for increase in hog 
production for the fall of 1918 and the 
spring of 1919 the increase may yield 
not less than 1.600,000.000 pounds 
more of pork products 
than were 


available last vear. 
Without this In- 


crease the shipping progiam arranged 
by Mr. Hoover legardlug animal food 
products would 'uive been impossible. 


The dressed hug products during the 


three months ending September 30. 
1917. amounted to 903.172.000 pounds, 
while for the .-ame mouth-- of 391S the 
production was 1.277.589.000 pounds, 
an increase of ov er 374,000,000 pounds 
for the quarter.

spected s'ar.trhter records of dressed 
beef showed 1.203.000000 pounds as 
against 1 434.000.000 pounds for the 
three month period ending September 
1, thU >eat. 


We uHist increase our meat ship- 


ment!*, especially our pork products. 
to meet the added demands of the mil- 
lions ili-e'ated from German oppres- 
sion. And at the same time we must 
look forward to the rehabilitation of 
the Etirorieari meat herds

which guided our meat piogram in rhe 
past year has been fully justified, for 
only the heavy pork production which 
It has brought about will eauble us 
even partly to satisfy the increased 
demands on us for the coming year.
